At the meeting of the board of di¬ 
rectors of the Sierra Madre Water Com¬ 
pany on the evening of the 14tli, Mr. 
Jones in his capacity of chairman of 
the board of trustees of the city of 
Sierra Madre, introduced Messrs. J. C. 
Peglcr and Justus Kraffi, also city 
trustees, who in conjunction with Mr. 
Jones had been appointed to bring be¬ 
fore the directors of the Sierra Madre 
Water Company the question of the 
feasibility of the purchase by the city of 
the property and interests of the water 
company and to ascertain the ideas of 
Board on this subject. 

A free interchange of views having 
taken place, it became evident that the 
representatives of the city and the 
Water Company present were favorable 
to the consideration of such a scheme. 
The directors of the water company 
were able to assure the deputation that 
steps would be taken to have prepared 
as promptly as possible, such statistics 
and other data as may afford a basis for 
ascertaining how the suggested scheme 
can be accomplished so as to fully pro¬ 
tect and conserve the rights and inter¬ 
ests of the stockholders in the water 
company and at the same time benefit 
the general body of citizens of which 
they form a large part. 

With the understanding that when 
the directors of the water company 
had on some intelligent basis formulat¬ 
ed their ideas a further conference 
would be invited, the deputation with¬ 
drew. 


A great deal of criticism is heard of 
the lack of a freight depot in this city 
for the Pacific Electric line. Complaint 
is made that freight is often brought 
out at night and left on the streets, 
sometimes in the rain, often being un¬ 
loaded Saturday night and left over 
Sunday. It is claimed that this con¬ 
dition is the cause of damage to ship¬ 
pers and consignees of freight in this 
city and vigorous protests are uttered 
against such business methods. 

Another cause for complaint is the 
delay often experienced in receiving 
goods. A case cited was where house¬ 
hold goods were shipped from Long 
Beach Wednesday morning of last week. 
They did not arrive when expected and 
after free use of the long distance phone, 
finally came at 7:30 Saturday night and 
were unloaded on the street, and there 
left. 

It would certainly be a great con¬ 
venience to the people of this city if 
the company could provide a suitable 
shed for the reception of freight, so as 
to protect it from the elements and 
possible theft.

pressing business. 

It requires the presence of seventeen 
members to constitute a quorum. One 
reason for the small attendance Monday 
is to be found in the fact that the 
directors of the Water Company had a 
meeting at the same hour, at which 
quite a number of the active members 
of the Board of Trade were present, 
either as a member or representative 
of the city.

A meeting of the board of health was 
held at the City Hall Wednesday, Oct. 
16, 8 at p. m. Present, Dr. Newbury, 
chairman; Messrs. Jones, Morgan, Os¬ 
good, Bechtelheimer and J. H. Wright, 
secretary. Dr. Coffey, health officer, 
was detained in town and consequently 
was unable to be present. The board 
decided to have a special meeting Sat¬ 
urday, Oct. 19, at 8 p. m. A communi¬ 
cation had been received by the secre¬ 
tary regarding dairies, which was read 
and the city attorney was requested to 
draw up an ordinance, regulating the 
same. The communication practically 
requested the removal of dairies and to 
limit the number of cows to be kept 
within the city limits. 

The question of regulating animal 
(horse) corrals within the city was also 
taken up, complaint having been re¬ 
ceived of some badly kept places, and 
the trustees were requested to take 
action in this matter. 

It is the general opinion of the board, 
and it will probably be acted upon at 
the next meeting, that circular letters or 
cards should be printed, calling atten¬ 
tion to violations of health ordinances,

While the 
officers of the water company have done 
all they could to relieve the situation 
presented by the rapid growth of the 
city, the restrictions imposed upon the 
company, and lack of funds for exten¬ 
sion work needed, tie their hands. In¬ 
surance rates on business property are 
very high, in the absence of any fire 
protection, but with the organization 
an equipment of an effective fire de¬ 
partment will come a change for the 
better in this respect. That the nego¬ 
tiations begun this week will be carried 
to successful culmination there is no 
doubt, and that all possible speed, con¬ 
sistent with sound ^business judgment, 
shall be had in making the transfer is 
earnestly desired.

Farmers who are planting locust trees 
declare that there is no more profitable 
way of utilizing cheap land. They fig¬ 
ure it this way: Two thousand four 
hundred trees can he planted to an 


acre; in eight years these trees will be 
large enough to cut for fence posts 
and each tree will yield two posts. At 
retail these posts will be worth 25 cents 
each, or 50 cents a tree. That means at 
retail a crop worth $1200 per acre at 
the end of eight years, or an average 
of $150 an acre a year.—Kansas City 
Journal.
